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said onboard maintenance tenninal linking faults to maintenance documentation; 

said onboard maintenance terminal further linking flight deck effect (FDE) engine 
indication crew alerting system, (EICWS) messages to the aircraft fault isolation manual, (FM) 
troubleshooting procedures; and, \ 

said onboard maintenance terminM further functioning to provide air/ground simulation 
capabilities; and air data computer (ADC)]simulation capabilities. 



REMARKS 

Claim 3 has been reviewed but believed to recite definitions of abbreviations at first 
occurrences and finds antecedent support at least at page 5, paragraph [0024]. 

Claim 1 stands rejected over Arjomand ('202) in view of Smith ('877). Claim 1 has been 
amended with specificity in further defining the onboard maintenance terminal not seen in the 
land vehicle system of Arjomand or its application under 35 USC. 103 in aircraft as per Smith 
C877). 

Claims 2 and 3 stand rejected also under Arjomand ('202) in view of Smith ('877) under 
35 USC 103. 

Claim 2 (last phrase limitation) calls for "obtaining a display of the aircraft fault isolation 
manual (FIM)s trouble shooting procedure for the (CMC) fault or flight deck effect (FDE) 
indication . Such trouble shooting procedure is believed not seen from the implementation of 
Arjomand ('202) in view of Smith ('877). 

Claim 4 stands withdrawn from consideration as directed to another species.
